.SYLVESTER SCOVEL'S PERIL. 


Spanish >f In Inter Sayn Cltizeuship Will 


Not Help Him. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Sylvester Scovel, 


of Cleveland, tbe Cuban war correspond- 
ent, is in serious danger. 
The state de- 


partment did not learn until late yester- 
day afternoon his real situation. A con- 
fidential messenger called at tbe depart- 
ment and delivered a note about Scovel 
from the Spanish minister. Senor Do 
Bose, the first secretary of the legation, 
sa'.d last night tbe minister wasconvlncec 
that Scovel could not claim immunity 
from pnnisbment by tbe Spanish aubori- 
ties on account of American citizenship, 
as ha had forfeited hl» citizenship by 
joining tbe insurgent army. It was not 
claimed that Scovel was actually in arms 
against Spain at the time of bis arrest 
but it was claimed that about a year and 
a bait ago he joined the Insurgents •and 
had fought against Spain. Since that 
time tbe Spanish authorities have been 
endeavoring to capture him, and now 
that they have him they propose to punish 
him. 


In support of bis statement that ,Sco?«l 


forfeited his right to be considered an 
American citizen by joining tbe insur- 
gent forces, Minister De Lome cited 
Wbarton and other recognized authorities 
on International law, and maintained 
that tbe Spanish government bad tho 
same right to punish him as It had to 
punish any native Cuban who had taken 
up arms against Spain. 


Minister De Lome informed Secretary 


Olney that be had notified General Wey- 
ler to hold Scovel at all hazards, and bad 
cabled bis home government upon the 
subject. 
Secretary 
Olncy declined to 


make anyfstatement about the case, even 
when Informed that a statement bad been 
obtained from tbe Spanish legation. 
Un-

It was also that clause upon which most 
of the opposition to the bill in tho bouse 
was based; consequently the bill is now 
reasonably certain to become a law. 


A conferouoo with Speaker Beed and

In addition there is a growirgoppo- 
sition to the treaty among the silver sena- 
tors. 


Two members of tbe Canadian govern- 


ment, the minister of trade and com- 
merce, and the minister of marine und 
fisheries, arrived in Washington author- 
ized to otter certain trade < onccssiuns in 
exchange lor duties low enough In the 
new tariff bill to allow Canadian farmers 
to dispose of their products In the United 
States just In time to learn that tho ways 
and means committee had informally 
agreed to the agricultural schedule which 
prescribes duties high enough to practic- 
ally shut the Canadlau_farmers out of oui- 
market. They will endeavor to secure a 
reconsideration on the part ot tho com- 
mittee by offering special Inducements in 
tho way of concessions to certain of our 
goods and products, but the committee 
had already gone over tbe matter very 
carefully and been convinced that Cana- 
dian competition was ruining our farm- 
ers, in sections of the country, without 
being of any special benefit to anybody 
except the Canadians, under the low du- 
ties of the present tariff bill, and It is not 
likely to change. 


In their zeal to give their papers tbe 


news of the progress that is being made 
on the tariff bill some well meaning

correspondents hove been 


making a great deal ot unnecessary trou- 
ble for the committee by sending the 
rates left in schedules that have been in- 
formally considered by the committee to 


ielr papers with tho statement that they 
lave been definitely agreed upon. Nel- 
her Chairman Dingley nor any otner 
member of tbe committee will consider 


ny duty definitely decided upon until the 
ntira bill is ready to be reported. They 
o not wish to be commended or con- 
emned for fractions of tbe bill but for 
he whole measure, which will be made 
ublic when It is completed.

It is not necessary to argue 
hat the internal revenue tax on alcohol

Everybody knows this. Bnt it is 


not so generally known what an enor- 
mous .(nantity of ol<-ohol is used in the 
irts, every gallon ot which has been pay- 
ng the same tax that the gallon pays 
when used as a beverage, namely $1.10. 


This surely is an unjust and unreason- 


able burden upon all who nse alcohol for 
any other purpose than as a beverage and 
mght to be removed in the coming tariff 
bill. But it is argued that this discrim- 
uation could not be made without open- 
ng the way for frauds on the revenue. 
1'hat thib would be the tendency there is 
no doubt, but thai it could not be pre- 
vented would be to confess our weakness 
jn the administration of law. Germany 
has freed from tax the alcohol used In the 
arts and manages to prevont gross frauds 
on the revenue in collecting the tax on 
alcohol as a beverage. And Oermany 
has been well paid for her trouble, lor she 
has enormously inoreand her exports ir 
manufactures into which alcohol enters. 
What Germany bus done we can do also, 
and more, because we produce awildei- 
ness of corn, from which alcohol is made, 
and if alcohol were free from this unjust 
burden, where it enters into the arts, the 
increase in its use which would result 
from that policy, would mean the con- 
sumption of millions of bushels more of 
corn than can now be sold.

The national quarantine is In thecon- 
rol of the treasury department,' and 
ts immediate administration is in 
barge of tbe marine hospital service, 
he surgeon-general of which. Dr. Wal- 
erWyman,isthechiefofficial. Orgun- 
zation is at present maintained only at. 
those ports of entry not protected by 
state organizations. These are Bruns- 
wick, Ga.; Delaware breakwater. Port 
Townsend, Ore.; San Diego and San 
Francisco, Cal.; Southport. S. C.; Wash- 
ington, N. C., and Dry Tortugas. Fla. 
At each of these ports Surgeon-General 
Wyman has inspectors who examine all 
entering vessels and report to him. The 
surgeon-general is empowered to send 
government inspectors to any state 
quarantine station where there is 
reason to fear the work is not properly 
done, and, if necessary, to establish an- 
other quarantine at that port. The Jaw 
also gives the surgeon-general power 
to send inspectors to foreign ports from 
which infection could come and to in- 
spect cargo and passengers in the in- 
terest of the health o£ this country. 
This provision of the law has not yet 
been put in operation, and probably will 
not be until some definite cause from 
real alarm shall arise. 


Dr. Doty, the present health officer 


of the port of Hew York, does not ex- 
press any fear that danger will arise 
from the bubonic plague now raging 
in India, but he is taking many pre- 
cautions all the same.
